The new building was designed 
by Robert J. Bennett, Morgan- 
town, and is being constructed by 
Carl Belt, Inc., of Cumberland, 
Md.

HEW Gives Okay 
To Big Allocation 
For Loan Program 

An allocation in the amount of 
$35,923 has been approved for 
Potomac State College by the De- 
partment of Health, Education, 
and Welfare for participation in 
the National Defense Student Loan 
Program. The estimated number 
of student awards will be 128. 

According to the report re- 
ceived by Rep, Harley O. 
Staggers, Congressman from 
Keyser and former Potomac State 
coach, these federal monies will 
provide 90 per cent of the par- 
ticipating colleges and univer- 
sities National Defense Student 
Loan Funds. The institution it- 
self will provide 10 per cent 
matching monies.
